Strongly reflecting the influence of 


the tourist trade in California, this 
state stood third on the list of new 
hotel construction for the United 


States, Canada, Engiand and Panaina 
during the first six months of the cur- 
rent year, according to an analysis of 
building reports prepared for Henry 
O. Wheeler, vice-president of the John 
M. C. Marble Company, 
financial house. 

C. A. Teutschel, manager of the 
traffic department of the Sacramento 
Chamber of Commerce, has received 
advice from the Southern Pacifie Com- 
pany that it has applied to the rail- 
road commission for authority to re- 
duce rates seven cents per 100 pounds 
on canned goods in carload lots from 
Sacramento to Los Angeles harbor 
points. The same reduced rate now 
{is in effect from San Francisco and 
bay district points to Los Angeles. 

The California Supreme Court will 
sit in departments this winter for 
the first time in eight years at San 
Francisco. This became evident last 
week with the issuance of an order by 
Chief Justice William H. Waste, as- 
Bigning the six associate justices to 
two departments, Assignment of ex- 
tra judges to the district court of 
appeal with the resultant increase in 
legal business is given by Judge 
Waste as the reason for the step. 

Under the sponsorship of the United 
States Navy, the University of Cali- 
fornia College of Mining is starting a 
research campaign to overcome the 
corrosive effects of sea water on ship 
metal, perhaps by surface protection 
or by alloy of the metal used, accord- 
ing to an announcement made last 
week by Dean F. H. Probert, who will 
direct the work. 

Motorists plannig trips over Sierra 
roads were warned last the 
touring bureau of the California 
State Automobile association to se- 
cure latest weather and road reports 
before starting. Latest reports to 
the association are that none of the 
passes have been closed as yet but 
that rains of the past few days have 
been particularly heavy in 
mountain seciions. Motorists are 
vised to be equipped with 
for Sierra trips. 

What appears to be a satisfactory 
substitute for rubber has been dis- 
covered by the Bureau of Standards, 
it was announced last week at Wash- 
ington, D. C. It is called Guayule 
rubber and is produced from a shrub 
grown in Mexico and near Salinas, 
California. Investigation to find a 
rubber substitute was ordered by the 
Commerce Department in an effort 
to break the British monopoly on 
plantation rubber. 
be made to determine the commercial 
possibilities of Guayule rubber. 

A fast through highway connecting 
San Francisco and Los Angeles in a 
direct route that avoids cities, towns 
and congested districts is practical, 
according to information furnished the 
California Highway Development As- 
sociation in a report and study com- 
pleted by the engineering division of 
the California Highway Commission 
The highway, which is being jointly 
advocated by the California Highway 
Development Associatiion and the 
West Side Highway Association, will 
provide northern and southern Cali- 
fornia with a two-track. road built 
along lines that will be revolutionary 
in road design. 

California’s first experiment in 
housing convicts in dormitories to re- 
lieve crowded conditions at the two 
State prisons, as suggested recently

A COMMUNICATION 
AND ITS ANSWER 


Editor Menlo Park Recorder, 
Dear Sir:—In looking over news- 
paper and incorporation committees 


statements concerning the proposed 
incorporation of Menlo Park, 1 find 
many incorrect and misleading state- 


ments and half-truths. 
To begin with, it should be borne 
in mind that control of the school, 


sanitary and fire districts will remain 
undisturbed Incorporation will not 
increase the fire protection nor will it 
reduce fire insurance rates, for this is 
a matter wholly dependent upon the 
efliciency of the fire department, 

A number of general statements 
have been made, such as, “Tire in- 
surance rates are at present almost 
prohibitive.’ No comparisons have 
been made between the rates in in- 
corporated towns and in Menlo Park, 
Further, it is said that the streets will 
be put in good condition and kept so, 
but no reasons is advanced why any 
better repair service would be render- 
ed by the town than by the country 
for the same cost, 

We were promised a statement as 
to the probable cost of conducting 
the town government, as well as the 
assessed valuation of the area propos- 


ed to ge incorporated, but this has 
not been forthcoming. 
The statement was made that the 


salaries paid would be “nominal.” Just 
what is meant by the word “nominal” 
tentiary, Meek said, and money for 
ihe work has been made available, 

Real estate holding of 18-year-old 
Jackie Coogan were increased last 
week to approximately $1,500,000 with 
the announced purchase of 14 lots for 
which the youthful film star, through 
his representatives, paid $100,000 in 
cash. In addition to the newly ac- 
quired lots Jackie holds title to a 
business block valued in excess of 
$300,000, two ranches, a public gar- 
age and numerous residences. 

The senate assembly joint water in- 
vestigation committee is not ready to 
indorse any definite plan for state- 
wide water conservation and distribu- 
tion, nor is it recommending at this 
time any particular manner of financ- 
ing the dam and reservoir construc- 
tion necessary to a co-ordinated water 
project for California. Assemblyman 
Bradford C, Crittenden of Tracy, com- 
mittee chairman, so declared last week 
at the conclusion of the committee’s 
inspection tour of proposed Sacra- 
mento Valley reservoir sites. A San 
Joaquin Valley and Delta district tour 
will begin December 5. 

Prior to leaving for Washington 
last week Congressman C. F. Lea re- 
ceived word that the secretary of the 
interior had confirmed the iransfer of 
Whaler Island, just opposite Cresent 
City, Del Norte County, to the county 
of Del Norte. The island, which is 
about three acres in size, ia solid rock

The famous exhibit of Siskiyou 


County gold valued at $100,000 will 
be sent to the Pacific Trade and 
Travel Exposition to be held at San 
Francisco shortly, by the Lions’ Club 
of Yreka, together with a band of 
Klamath Indians. This is announced 
by the Foreign Trade Club. 

Some 5,000 barbers who have failed 
to apply for licenses under the new 
barbers’ license act are scheduled for 
a close shave at the hands of the 
State unless they have made applica- 
tion for same, C. HE. Rynearson, secre- 
tary of the State Board of Barber 
Examiners, warned last week. 


The 1928 planting season will likely 
see considerable numbers of almond, 
pear and apricot troes set out in 
Colusa county. Two or three hundred 
more acres of pears are in prospect 
at Mills Orchard at Maxwell, while 
the Arbuckle districts expect to con- 
tinue their apricot and almond plant- 
ing. This is according to T. A. Willis, 
county horticultural commissioner. 

A bean pod three feet, 11 inches in 
length, produced in the home garden 
of Mrs. Viola Gibson of Yuks City, 
Sutter county, is on exhibition in the 
office of the horticultural commis- 
sioner.

The above letter which has been 

published in several papers appeared 

in a recent issue of the Redwood City 

Tribune and in an editorial under the 

heading “The Editor's Wastebasket” 

the edito r of that paper very aptly 
answered the same. (The ‘Tribune ed) 
torial is herewith reproduced 

A correspondent in today’s paper, 
who is against the proposed incorpo 
ration of Menlo Park, sets down what 
he regards as evidence of “many in 
correct and misleading statements and 
half-truths” concerning incorporation 

He writes: “Incorporation will not 
increase fire protection nor will it re- 
duce fire insurance rates, for this is a 
matter wholly dependent upon the ef- 
ficiency o fthe fire department.” 
Exactly. And what better way is 
there for a town to acquire and im 
prove the efficiency of its fire depart 
ment than by incorporating, so as to 
be in a position to effect such im- 
provements as may be desired? 

The correspondent writes: “It is 
said that the streets will be put in 
good condition and kept so, but no 
reason is advanced why any better re- 
pair service would be rendered by the 
town than by the county for the same 
cost.” 

It might just as fairly be said that 
no reason is advanced by the corre 
spondent why any better repair serv- 
ice could not be rendered by the town 
in the event of incorporation, unless 
we regard another statement of his as 
a reason, viz.: “The assessed valuation 
is about $650,000, This sum will give 
the town at the highest possible tax 
rate without a bond issue, just $6500 
to pay all expenses. Out of this must 
come the salaries of three peace of- 
ficers * * *” etc. “Just add up these 
nominal sums and see how must you 
have left for advertising and for street 
work out of your $6500.” 

Bond issues require a two-thirds 
majority to pass. It the people don’t 
want to pass them, they can vote 
against them. If they do want the 
things bonds can bring them, they 
have the necessary machinery in be~ 
ing incorporated, 

“We were promised a statement as 
to the probable cost of conducting the 
town government, as well as the as- 
sessed valuation of the area proposed 
to be included, but this has not been 
forthcoming,” is the next complaint. 

It would certainly be difficult to 
estimate the cost of conducting the 
municipal government, especially for 
any great distance into the future. But

With the near apporach of the Incorporation Election stories and 
rumors that are being circulated wouid be comical if they did not show a 
tragic lack of the knowledge of the management of an incorporated city, or 
were not cidculated for the purpose of misleading those who do not know 
they are incorrect and do not take time to think for themselves. 

As far as the School District, lire District and Santiary District are 
concerned, the incorporation ot Menlo Park will not affect them in the least. 
These districts are at this time exceptionally well managed and there is no 
need of interfering with them in any way. . 

Strees in Menlo Park would, wi 
Incorporation would be kept clear of weeds and rubbish, thereby giving the 
town a far better appearance and going a long way toward increasing prop- 
erty value, inducing stangers who are sceking homes to locate here and in- 
couraging the building of more and better homes. 

At different times during the past two months partial statements of 
the cost of running the citiy have been printed in the Recorder..... These state- 
ments of cost have only been estimated as this matter is up to the City Coun- 
cil and that means UP TO THE VOTER. 

It is rumored around town that in the event Incorporation takes place 
it will be necessary to employ three police officers. There is no reason what- 
ever for hiring three officers, in many towns of this size the Town Mar- 
shal and a Traffic Officer are all the officers employed. The Traffic Officer 
usually bringing in more than enough to pay his salary in protecting the lives 
of YOUR CHILDREN. sument used to show the need of three 
officers was, “We need some one to turn in fire alarms.”
